CHUNGKING, China, Dec. 18.—Military dispatches 
today indicated a shift in‘the tide of warfare to increasing 
small-scale Chinese offensives against the Japanese in- 
vaders. 

Northwest of Hankow, Chinese armies swung into 
action West of the Peiping-Hankow railway. Twenty 
miles North of Sinyang—the important rail station 100 
miles out of Hankow—the Chinese retook Japanese posi- 
tions on the Wukiatien sector. 

Southwest of Hankow partisans were taking the 
in'tiat:ve against the Japanese while Chinese regular army 
a units prepared for further thrusts. 

5 Four Japanese food supply depots North of Yochow, 
4 Japanese field base of operations, were destroyed by the 
swift-jabbing guerrilla units of the Chinese army. 


PRESS ON CANTON 


In South China regular troops of the Chinese army 
continued pressure against the advance guard of the 
Japanese units outside of Canton. 

Japanese were withdrawing from Sheklung, on the 
Canton-Kowloon railway about 40 miles East of Canton. 
Sheklung is a strategic key to the Canton-Kowloon railway 
because the tracks run across an inlet on a mile-long 
trestle. ~ 

Southwest of Canton other Chinese units continued 
to push in the left flank of the Japanese positions. 

A Japanese unit which forded the Sikiang, great 
South China river, in an effort to outflank important Chi- 
nese defense forces, was trapped and cut to pieces. 

Mobile Chinese units are active destroying Japanese 
fortifications behind the front lines in the Canton sector, 
thereby weakening the entire Japanese defense system.

Austrian Jews Now Face Starvation) 


BERLIN, Dec. 18 (UP) .—Jew- 
ish leaders tonight reported that 
their welfare funds are nearly ex- 
hausted and that thousands of 
German Jews are on the verge of 
destitution and actual hunger, 
particularly in Austria, because 
of the Nazi Reichs sweeping 
anti-Semitic measures. 

Recent Nazi decrees have 
driven poorer Jews to pauperism 
while once-wealthy Jews who in 
the past contributed heavily to 
relief funds have been stripped of 
the bulk of their fortunes by the 
governments $400,000,000 collec- 
tive “fine,” about $200,000,000 in 
riot damages and the forced 
liquidation of Jewish businesses. 

Leaders of Jewish communities, 
explaining that Jews can neither 
apply for employment at govern- 
ment bureaus nor place their 
names on public relief rolls, said 
the suffering aiready has reached 
an acute stage in Austria—now 
renamed the provinces of “Ost- 
mark.” 

The greater suffering in Aus- 
tria was explained by the fact 
that the “Aryanization” process 
which has been underway in Nazi 
Germany for five years, forcing 
many to emigrate, has been com-
